1967, to begin serving an eight 
year sentence for jury tamper 
ing. The U.S. Parole' Board re 
jected his bid for early release 
in October 1969. The board saic 
it would reconsider his case in 
March 1971.

Food experts from eight coun-

More to the point, the Tory 


government itself prefers to over- 
rule its own minister, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Thatcher, by shutting off 
the $10 million annual appropri- 
ation for OU. The nar'ty leaders 
view continuing Wilson's idea as 
a political Trojan horse.

be spared some of the mi!!age 
elections which nowadays emerge 
as do the spring flowers. 


If not that sweeping, aerial ed- 


ucation might be some answer to 
training the student who finds it 
difficult or e v e n impossible to 
track by the textbook method. 
Even the correspondence teach- 
ing, as it now exists, is wasted on 
him.

A proposed juvenile detention 


and rehabilitation center being 
sought for Berrien, Cass and 
Van Buren counties through a 
lederal financial aid plan would 
cost from about $2.8 to $3.8 
million depending on its ulti- 
mate size.

jo the amount we would be 


authorizing here would be S34 
million, not $20 million," he 
explained. The Brooklyn Demo- 
crat also questioned whether the 
U.N. would get "a nickel from 
the city of New York."
